Ie Orzanizes a Mysterions Tribunal 
in New York City to **Liberate 
Ireland®’—a Member of the 
Order Sentenced to Death ~~ 

for Withd-awirg 
From It. 


The following from the New York 
Hteraid of Wednesday will be read 
with interest by our readers, the most 
of whom are sufficiently familiar 
with Father McNamaraand his pecu- 
liarities to enjoy the huge joke he is 
perpetrating towards the “liberation 
of Ireland.’ Says the Herald: 


This is the age of sensations. About 
one year ago an organization was 
formed in this city of a Communistic 
nature by aman pamed Father Me- 
Namara, who had at one time been a 
Lazarist priest, and who has also 
officiated as a clergyman of his own 

versuasion in Raleigh, North Caro- 
ina. Itis said that, owing to some 
irregularities, the bishop of the dio- 
cese in which Father MeNamara 
preached silenced him, depriving the 
clergyman of his funetions, or, as it 
was styled in the latter half of the 
eighteenth century, the bishop had 
him. Since then Father 
MeNamara has devoted his attention 
chiefly to organizing revolutions in 
the cause of the Fatherhood of Na 

tious and the Brotherhood of Man. 
‘The ex-reverend gentleman wears a 
long sack Overcoat with a velvet col- 
lar; his yellow hair hangs down on 
his shoulders, his face is always clean 
shaven and his presence is a marked 
one Wheoever he appears in any of 
the streets of the city, 


THE REDIVIVI. 


The organization formed by Father 
McNamara was enalled the Sacred 
Order of United Irishmen Redivivi, 
and had a nunber of lodges scattered 
throughout New York city with fear- 
fullv mystie titles. It was the design 
of Father MeNamara to revive the 
organization at one time known as 
the Order of United trishmen, and 
which had correspondence with the 
Frenea revolutionists ot 1793. A 
number of earnest, fervent and en- 
thusiastic young [rishmen, not at all 
deterred by the prospectus of the as. 
sociation, which declared that Ireland 
eould only be freed by a weekly sub- 
scription of twenty-five cents per 
man, joined the “sacred Rediviyi’’ 
and paid in their dues as became 
them. Each candidate was sworn 
hands crossed over a 
basin of blood and witha large, myo 
binded axe depending from t ie ceil- 
iuy direetly over bis head. It wasa 
fearful scene that some of the candi- 
dates witnessed, and three or four 
beeame light-headed immediately af- 
ter the terrible and ghostly inaugural 
ceremonies Ex-Father McNamara 
said even ifthe Pope and Kaiser Wil- 
helm opposed the movement, he 
alone would tree Treland. ‘The ors 
ganization increased rapidly until at 
one time the Redivivi numbered 
ubout members in this city, all of 
whom were payiog subscribers. One 
ofthe chief and most deadly conspi- 
rators Was a vender of human hair, 
who is proprietor of a store in Canal 
street. This man possessed some 
money, and it is said that he had ne- 
gotiated for a harbor steam tug to 
proceed to Ireland with twenty minie 
muskets, calibre 1857, when Father 
MeNamara stopped his proceedings. 
There was also a poet named Caltir- 
nau in the organization, who had for 
anon de plume, **Red Rain.” 


THE MAN WHO IS TO DIE, 


Among the recruits obtained by ex- 
Father McNamara there was a youug 
man named Thomas J. MeGeoghe- 
yan, a well educated and good look- 
lng voung gentleman of twenty: five 
years of age, who is now teaching 
school in the Academy of the C bris- 
tian Brothers in Brookiyn. ‘The 
pseudo-Father McNamara, who close- 
iy resembles a noted preacher in 
Brooklyn, daving considerable con- 
versational powers, did in some mate 
ner fascinate young MeGeoglegan 
and finally induced him to join the 
Rediviyi. The young man had writ- 
ten for the press, and being largely 
vifted with Imagination, he became 
oue of the most earnest and zealous 
propagators of the revolutionary doc- 
trines Which the ex priest had given 
his vears to inevieate The Redivivi 
generally met in Chatham street, 
over a Weekly newspaper office, and 
sometime a milk can full of blood 
would ve conveyed from the 3ith St. 
siaughter house, of which the Re- 
diviyi would partake freely, and thus 
seal their vows of loyalty and heros 
ism. But young MeGeoghegan began 
to have doubts of the honesty as well 
as the practicability of the organizas 
tion of the Kedivivi to secure the 
liberty of Ireland through the instru- 
mentality of exsFather MeNamara. 
Being of quick intelligence, to use a 
political phrase, he *‘kicked,’’ yet he 
did not fail to subscribe his weekly 
eceuts. It seems, however, that Mr. 
McGeoghegan is a very strict Roman 
Catholic and after some months con- 
nection with the Redivivi he began 
to have consecicutious doubts as to 
whether he shvuld continue to bea 
member ornot. Having asa Catho- 
lie todo what is Known asthe “‘jubi- 
lee,’’ he was informed by the clergy- 
man under whose mibnistrations he 
sat that he could not receive absolue 
tion unless he immediately left the 
Redivivi. Mr. MeGeoghegan, feeling 
that he ought to be certain of the 
matter and knowing that be would 
be sentenced to death if he were to 
become a traitor to the Redvivi, con- 
sulted two other clergyman aud they 
informed him of the spirituai penal- 
ties to be enforced should he continue 
as a Redivivist. Now came the agony 
and Mr. MeGeoghegan found himsel? 
between two fires. He felt that he 
would have to endure the pains of 
heli fire ifhe were to remain in the 
Redivivi, but should he dare to leave 
it he knew that the organization 
would have him shot as a traitor to 
the cause of Ireland. The young 
patriot decided immediately, and 
chose everlasting bliss in the future 
toa paltry and indetinite existence 
as a school teacher. Accordingly he 
dared his fate, and wrote a letter to 
the ‘National Chief” of the Redivivi 
as ex-Father McNamara calls him- 
self, resigning his position a3 a mem- 
ber of the sacred Order. The letter 
was written atthe peril of Mr. Mc- 
Geoghegan’s life and is as follows: 


“AVE, M’NAMARA, MONTURI, TE 
SALUTANT.”’ 
In vindication of my eharacter and 


honor both as an Irishman and a 
christian, I am compelled to give 
uublicity to the annexed letter of 
Father Namara in reply to one of

As Father McNamara and his aid- | 
herents have both publicly and priv~ 
ately slandered me, aud attributed 
base and unworthy motives to me on 
account of my resignation, I feel it 
due to myself and to my countrymen 
to make a public statement of the 
facts and to expose an organization 
that isan imposition, as can easily 
be recognized from the substance of 
his letter. 

At the soijicitation of Father Mce- 
Namara, I joined the Redivivi, be- 
lieving it to bean organization solely 
gotup for the purpose of liberating 
Ireland. J soon found out my mis- 
take, for instead of being a truly nas 
tional «rganization, it proved to be a 
despotic combination under the guid- 
ance of Father. McNamara, having 
solely in view the pecuniary object of 
fleec:ng my confiding countrymen 
for the maintenance of a few unprin- 
cipled men. As an fTrishman, a 
Christian and a Catholic, I teund I 
could not conscientiously cantinue a 
member of it. In performing my 
jubilee duties I consulted my con fes- 
sor, and he peremptorily ordered meto 
withdraw from ‘‘such dangerous and 
villait.ous organization.” Actiog on 
this advice. 1 sent in my resignation, 
and in reply received the annexed 
letter from the Rev. Father McNam- 
ara 

I did not intend to give it publicity 
had he not personally assaifed me on 
the Hamilton ferryboat and atused 
me in a most insulting manner, and 
bad not he and his adberents spread 
reports derogatory to my characier as 
a Christian, a patriot and a man. 

I appeal to an impartial public as 
to whether I am justified in my ac- 
tions or not, and publish his letter, 
so that they may judge of the blasp- 
hemous nature of the Rediyivi and 
its founders. 

Well, I must conclude by saying 
that the only tribute [ intend to pay 
in future to such a person is the tris 
bute of my silence—I had almost said 
silent contempt; but I shall never 
hold the “cloth” in contempt, even 
though the wearer be debarred from 
thesanctuary.

THE SENTENCE OF DEATH. 


However incredible it may seem to ° 
the citizens of New York who live in 
a civilized and Christian ecemmunity 
and are supposed to obey the laws 
under which they exist, the National 
Chief” of the Redivivi on receipt of 
the letter called a council of the mys- 
terious organization, which met, as 
it was alleged, by summons ot a dag~ 
ger and cord delivered to each of the 
members of the ‘‘supreme and extra- 
ordinary council,’ for so they are 
called. The number “seven’’ has 
always had mystic powers, and the 
“Council of Seven” met on the 7th 
of October, at the hotel kept by 
O'Donovan Rossa, in Chatham 
square. he proprietor of the hotel 
knew nothing of the purpose of the 
seven men who called on him, head- 
ed by McNamara, and he readily al- 
lowed them to engage aroom. Bix 
of the men were partially disguised 
and were not known. They met in 
a room up-stairs after ordering some 
ginger beer, and locked the door so 
that no one should enter. No one 
except those present can tell what 
happened in the room; yet, incnedi- 
ble as it may seem, one of the seven, 
under the solemn obligation of secret 
oaths was deputed to kill Thomas 
J. McGeoghegan wherever found, no 
matter if it were in achurch, asa 
traitor to Ireland and the Sacred 
Order of the Redivivi. Our reporter 
discovered last evening that the name 
of the man who is to execute the 
sentence of death on the unfortunate 
MeGeoghegan is James Walsh, who 
is aw bottler of champagne and be- 
longed formerly to the firm of Walsh 
& Peel, but when not otherwise en- 
gaged is a pedler of maps. Mr. Me~ 
Geoghegan called last evening at the 
HERALD oflice and declared that he 
was not a traitor to Ireland. but that 
owing ‘o his honest religious belief he 
had to resign his membership in the 
Kedivivi. He seemed a little fright- 
ened, and declared that he did not 
kuow what the members of the Redi- 
vivi might do if they were excited. 
McNamara addressed the following 
letter to Mr, MeGeoghegan in jreply 
to his letter of resignation. and from 
its tone of concentrated fury some 
idea may be got of what will occur 
when the deputed Walsh meets Mc-

THE THREATENING LETTER. 


Thos. MceGeoghegan, Exq.: 
Sik—Tbrough some mistake yours 
of the 16th inst. reached me only this 
morniug. I have carefully noted the 
matter, and concluded to send you 
my reply. You are, of course, free to 
withdraw yourself from attendance on 
the meetings of the Order, as you 


from any other honorable body that 
had no power to physically coerce 
you; but you bave no power to witl.- 
draw from the Redivivi the allegi- 
ance you have sworn to that body 
for patriotic And no 
priest on earth has auy power to ex- 
overate you from the obligations you 
have there entered into and the reason 
is because the Redivivi Association 
is simply a patriotic body ; our obli- 
gations are simply those of Irish 
patriotism and from these no priest 
or bishop or Pope bas any power to 
exonerate you. Nay, God himseif 
could not absolve you, because God 
could not make a traitor. Either you 
are a patriot or you are a_ traitor. 
There is no middle ground, A priest 
can give you no warrantto swerve 
from patriotism and become a traitor. 
Without saying more on this point, 
I will merely say 1 am astonished at 
the suddenesss of your converstion. 
Your extreme piety is of very recent 
birth. remember several ex pressions 
of yours wherein you conveyed the 
idea that such dictation as you al- 
lude to could have no force against 
your conviction of a man’s right.’ 
ut there’s no aceounting for men’s 
convictions except—well let it re- 
main unsaid. I am exceedingly sorry 
to peruse such a letter as this from 
you, I had given you credit for some- 
thing better. I was even layivg out - 
for yousome_ patriotic work that 
would suit your talents. Yet. alas. 
r Ireland! But be assured I do 
not wish togrieve you. I must hon- | 
estly tell you however that you have | 
no power to withdraw the allegiance 
you ewe tothe Redivivi. Be ready 
to appear before that body as soon as 
called, or they will appear against 
you as a traitor. They will court- 
martial you, and, if necessary, expel 
you dishonorably and send your 
name aod all about you to all paris.

Killed by His Uncite—A ‘Thrilling 
Tragedy-—An Uncle stabs’ 


Nephew Throagh the Breast aud 
is Bodzed in Prison. 


ARCHIBALD, Pa., Oct. 1, 1875. 

This usually quiet mountain town 
is in a fever of fervid excitement over 
a thrilling tragedy which has just 
taken place here, and in wiich a 
young man named Anthony Scanlon 
was slain, having been stabbed to thc 
heart, it is alleged, by his ubele, 
Michael Nolan. Tie latter was ars 
rested this morning and brought be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace, who com- 
mitted him to the county prison to 
await trial. Nolan bas for some time 
past kept a saloon in the centre of the 
town, and to this rendezvous three 
of his nephews—to wit, Anthony, 
Michael and Peter Scanlon, al! young 
men, repaired lust niyht. ‘They had 
not been there long whet a dispute 
arose between themselves and another 
party in the barsroom, and this so 
aggravated their uncle, the inn- 
keeper, that he threatened to have 
them arrested at once, unless they de- 
sisted, They paid no attention, low- 
ever, and seeing this, Nolan became 
quite exasperated, and proceeded lo 
put them out. In froutof the saloon 
the Scanlons turned on him, knock: d 
him down aud kicked him, and at 
this juncture another nephew, 
whose vameis Tuhill, arrived on the 
scene and brandishing a knife, swore 
if they did notleave off beating his 
uncle ke would have their lives No- 
lan then rose to his feet When a fierce 
fight with dirk Kuives ensued, the 
contestants striking wildly sbout 
them in their drunken desperation. 
The scene was wuly terrible and 
baffles description. Women ran 
screaming inio the sirect and begwed 
of the men t@ desist their buteherous 
and brutal work, but with no avail 
until their fiendish spirits were <ati- 
ated with blood. In tue midst of the 
bloody onslaught Autbony Scanlou 
received a shocking thrust of a knite 
through the left breast, the blade 
penetrating the lung and making a 
moital wound. He sank slowly and 
died to day in great agony. 
brother Peter Scanlon was stabbed 
in the cheek and on the back below 
the right shoulder. His wounds were 
sewed up and are not expected to 

rove fatal. Michael Nolan who has 

een arrested for thestabbing is about 
forty years of age, aud brother to 
Scanlon’s mother who is most intent 
on prosecuting him to the fullest ex- 
tent of the law.

Anether page cf 
the Graphic coutains a of the 
states, showing the Pennsyle 
vania railrowd aud its connections, 
Another page contains a large pore- 
traitor Me. Tom scott. Three pages 
of the paper are Chas devoted to Mr, 
Seott, bis present belongings and his 
future designs. The maps, deserip- 
tious, e(¢., may be relied on as officia’; 
that istosay, they indieate, in an 
unmistakable manner, Mr. Scott's 
views and wishes wilh respect toa 
new Pacifie railroad. The astute 
speculator does not usually herald his 
purposes to the world, but, in this 
case, it is neeessary to impress the 
ublic, and, by that means Congress, 
with the public necessity of this en- 
terprise and inorder that no ideas 


inconsistent with his general 
plan get abroad, this 
carefully prepared and anony- 
mous, but yet sufficiently — re- 


cognizable, prespectus is published, 
We should not be astonished, indeed 
we are not estonished that Mr. Scott's 
views and wishes, With reference to

Yet plain- 
ly, Mr. Scott desires to use the de 
tnand for this outiet from theSouth, 
aud the mauifest justice of giving to 
us a of thy public aid, hereto- 
fore extended to the N rth, as a mor- 
al force to secure Gaoyerument aid for 
trunk line. but he las ne morein- 
tention of building or helping to 
build « Southern Pacifie railroad 
than he has of paying our State 
debt.

Tom Seott, aforesaid. If he can get 
fiovernment aid and apportion it ac- 
cording to his views, his trunk line 
will be constructed, but we will be 
left to shift for ourselves.
